The Executive dislike the new de- 
partment which the Bill proposes to 
establish, and believe that “ the teachers 
generally would welcome a change which 
would give to the Irish people full and 
complete control over the education of 
their children.” They do not’ propose, 
however, to reject all reform until they 
can get exactly what they want. This is 
the most notable difference between the 
bishops’ and the teachers’ attitude to Mr. 
Macpherson’s Bill. The bishops’ only 
concern is to slay the Bill and to main- 
tain the status quo. The Teachers’ Execu- 
tive eschew all rhetoric about “ foreign 
fetters,”” and express their willingness to 
accept the Bill as a substantial instal- 
ment of reform. They point out that the 
country did not make self-government a 
condition of land purchase or old age 

nsions. Why should it now refuse better 
teaching and better wages for teachers 
until the political problem is settled? 
The Executive's conclusion is that rejec- 
tion of this Bill would be “a lasting 
disservice” ‘alike to the teachers and the 
taught, and that the immediate duty of 
all concerned is to co-operate in the 
framing of amendments which will im- 
prove the Bill, We lieve that this deci- 
sion will be endorsed by a large majority 
of thoughtful Irishmen of all creeds and 
parties. The Government should accept 
it is a clear and influential demand for 
the reintroduction of the Bill at the 
earliest possible moment in the coming 
session of Parliament.

structive’ Russian policy. Now that the 
League of Nations is about to assume 
control of four Continents, its first en- 
deavour should be to formulate a positive 
plan. It can continue to ignore Russia ; 
but, in that event, Russia will soon pro- 
vide convincing proofs of her existence. 
Apart from the pressing problems which 
arise immediately out of the conclusion of 
peace, the situation in Russia constitutes 
the most fateful and sinister challenge to 
the League's efficiency. Will it be accepted 
or refused ? 


A Coal Shortage. 

The Dublin coal trade has carried its 
point. In future we must pay an addi- 
tional 3s. 6d. per ton for our fuel in order 
to compensate the merchants for the in- 
creased cost of distribution. It is always 
the same; the bill for every concession 
that Labour receives must be met by 
the consumer. No charge of “ protiteer- 
ing” can be levelled against the merchants. 
Their evidence before the Coal Committee 
in justification of their claim was conclu- 
sive. At the same time it cannot be denied 
that the price of coal in Dublin is too dear. 
So long ago as last November the Govern- 
ment decided to reduce the charges for 
“bunker ” coal by 30s. per ton. Why has 
that reduction not been followed by a 
corresponding fall in shipping freights, 
which, to a large extent, rule our markets ! 
Although the price has been fixed, the 
coal problem has not been solved. Dublin, 
in common with every other city in the 
United Kingdom, is suffering from a 
shortage of supplies. in London the 
reserve stocks are almost exhausted, and 
the quene system has been revived. On 
last Saturday two queues at various depots 
were larger than those seen at any period 
since the control of coal was instituted. 
The reasons for the shortage are not far 
to seek, Owing to the cold weather ex- 
coptionally large quantities of fuel have 
been consumed during the past month, 
and, as a result of the Christmas and 
New Year holidays, there has been a reduc- 
tion of something like two million tons in 
the output from the mimes. To these 
factors must be added the chromic difh- 
culties of transport. Until the situation 
improves the public must exercise strict 
economy in the consumption of fuel.

The visit of Sir Erie Geddes and “ir 
Robert Horne to Paris to see the Prime 
Minister has held up the railway negotia- 
tions for a time. But very few people in- 
cline to the idea that there will be a 
strike. This afternoon I travelled to lLon- 
don im a railway carriage containing seven 
railway workers. They freely discussed 
the railway situation, and only ene of the 
seven thought, that there was the least 
likelihood of a strike. All the others were 
of opinion that the terms were fair, and 
modifications could be arranged. In reply 
to a suggestion from the one dissentient 
that a strike might take place one of the 
group remarked: © How many men will 
you get to come out F- 

At the same time a strike on a con- 
siderable scale is by-no means out of the 
question. A strike by the Triple Alliance 
may be nearer than many people suppose. 
In fact. it may be regarded as certain that 
the extremists in the Labour world are 
very busy formulating plans for future 
movements. If the Government are wise, 
they will carefully watch these moves, for 
they have a serious import. 

More efforts by the Government to raise 
funds for public purposes will be made 
very soon. Mr. Chamberlain 1s to meet 
a gathering on Thursday, when he is ex- 
pected to announce a new thrift movement 
in this country; while it is regarded as 
certain that we shall hear very shortly 
of the Housing Bonds, a trustee security 
at per cent., to be issued by lecal 
authorities. i 

The Government is sweeping out the 
departments with absolute ruthlessness 
now. Instructions have been given that 
no fewer than 75 per cent. of the em- 
ployés at the Ministry of ‘Munitions are 
to leave. ‘The blow has fallen rather 
heavily on the victims, many of whom 
had assured themselves that there was no 
hurry, and that their positions were quite 
safe for months to come, if not years. 
Protest is being made by the accountants, 
whe are engared in clearing up long and 
involved accounts with contractors, on the 
ground that the winding-up will nevef 
be completed if the staff is reduced to one 
fourth. Yet. those responsible have. no 
pity and it is quite possible that the 
Ministry of Munitions ‘will find its huge 
staff reduc to some three thousand 
members during the next few weeks. 

The terrible gale of the past two days 
has utterly demoralised all communica- 
tions by wire.
